Housing : 


26  municipal  houses  were  completed  during  the  year,  at  the  end 
of  which  40  more  were  in  course  of  erection. 

Not  counting  the  rehousing  of  persons  who  may  at  some  time  be 
displaced  from  properties  that  are  demolished,  or  included  in  a 
clearance  area,  there  are  still  about  200  persons  on  the  waiting 
list,  of  whom  about  one  hundred  have  no  accommodation  of  their  own. 

No  general  review  of  rents  was  necessary  during  the  year,  but, 
owing  to  the  state  of  the  Housing  Repairs  Fund,  the  responsibility 
for  renovating  the  interior  of  dwellings,  which  had  hitherto  been 
done  by  the  Council  was,  with  some  minor  exceptions,  placed  on  the 
tenants. 

No  demolition,  or  clearance  orders  were  made.  One  house  was 
closed  by  an  Order  made  under  Section  1 0  of  the  Local  G-overnment 
(Miscellaneous  Provisions)  Act,  1933* 

A  license  granted  under  Defence  Regulation  68AA,  in  respect  of 
6,  Silver  Street,  Stony  Stratford  was  still  current  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  Another  for  the  temporary  occupation  of  No:  6A,  Silver  Street, 
Stony  Stratford  was  granted  under  Section  6  of  the  Housing  Repairs 
and  Rents  Act,  1954* 

Disinfection: 

The  disinfection  of  clothing  and  bedding  is  carried  out. 
Concurrent  and  terminal  disinfection  is  also  carried  out  by  means  of 
gaseous  and  liquid  disinfectants  in  houses  where  infectious  disease 
is  notified. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948: 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  Section  47 
of  this  Act. 

No  cases  arose  under  Section  50  of  this  Act. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act.  1949  -  Rodent  Control: 

The  service  instituted  by  the  Council  for  the  treatment  of 
infestations  by  rats  and  mice,  and  of  surveys  of  properties,  has 
continued  very  successfully.  The  assistance  of  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  in  the  control  of  rodents  is  regularly  asked  for  and  this  is 
now  considered  as  essential  as  any  of  the  other  public  services. 

The  Council's  various  undertakings  need  regular  attention.

Disinfestation  Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs,  etc : 

The  work  of  destroying  insect  pest  of  all  types  is  carried  out 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspector's  Department.  The  General  method  is  by 
spraying  liquid  insecticides  containing  D.D.T.  In  certain  cases, 
insecticide  powders  containing  D.D.T.  is  used.  The  result  of 
treatments  were  satisfactory  in  all  cases.  The  following  table  shows 
the  number  of  infested  premises  treated,  together  with  the  type  of 
infestation.

Rap;  and  Flock  and  other  filling  materials  Act,  1951: 

There  are  only  a  few  premises  at  which  rag  flock  is  used  by  the 
furnishing  trade,  and  as  this  material  is  supplied  with  guarantees 
of  cleanliness,  it  was  not  considered  necessary  to  take  any  samples. 


Water  Supply: 

1.  (a)  The  Stony  Stratford  area  (approx.  4,000  population) 

is  supplied  from  the  Calverton  Road  Pumping  Station  which  is 
owned  by  the  Council.  This  supply  is  augmented  by  a  supply 
from  the  Bucks.  Water  Board  through  the  water  main  supplying 
the  Beachampton  area  of  their  undertaking. 

(i)  The  water  supplies  for  the  above  mentioned  sources 

have  been  satisfactory  both  in  quantity  and  quality. 

(ii)  Samples  of  water  are  submitted  for  examination  at 

not  more  than  monthly  intervals  and  the  results  have 
been  satisfactory  as  shown  on  (this)  and  pages  5,6,7  &  8.

(  b )  Wolverton,  Bradwell  and  Calverton : 

The  Wolverton,  Bradwell  and  Calverton  areas  are 
supplied  by  the  Bucks.  Water  Board  from  the  Poxcote  Water  Works 
direct  to  the  Shenley  Grounds  Reservoir  which  serves  the  above 
mentioned  areas. 

(i)  These  supplies  have  been  satisfactory  in  quantity, 

but  during  the  summer  the  quality  gave  rise  to  grave 
concern  by  the  presence  of  the  nais  common  water 
worm  and  another  organism  known  as  the  ’’blood" 
worm.  The  organisms  are  unwholesome  but,  according 
to  the  Bucks.  Water  Board,  are  harmless  in  them¬ 
selves.  All  practical  measures  were  taken  locally 
to  remove  the  organisms  which  seemed  to  disappear 
during  the  late  Autumn. 

(ii)  Samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriol¬ 
ogical  examination  at  not  more  than  monthly 
intervals  (frequently  during  the  period  August  and 
September)  and  the  results  were  satisfactory  as 
shown  on  pages  5  to  8.

Swimming  Baths  and  Fools . 

The  Council’s  bathing  places  on  the  River  Ouse  have  now  been 
demolished. 

During  the  year  Mr.  Regans  Homes,  Stony  Stratford,  arranged 
with  the  County  Education  Committee  for  a  limited  number  of  the 
pupils  from  the  Wolverton  School  to  use  the  Swimming  Pool  at  the 
Homes.  This  necessitated  the  regular  sampling  of  the  water  from  the 
swimming  pool.  The  samples  of  water  from  the  pool  were  submitted  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Northampton,  and  the  results  are  shewn 
on  page  of  this  Report.

Annual  Report  of  the  M. O.H.  for  1934- 

Senior  Public  Health  Officers; 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Urban  District  is  a 
part-time  officer,  holding  degrees  as  a  Master  of  Arts  and  a  Doctor 
of  Medicine. 

There  will  be  a  vacancy  in  July  1955,  which  will  be  filled 
under  the  County  of  Buckingham  (Medical  Officers  of  Health  for 
County  Districts)  Scheme,  1953,  which  provides  for  the  appointment 
of  whole-time  medical  officers  of  health.

The  duties  performed  are  those  which,  by  paragraph  17  of  the 
Sanitary  Officers  (Outside  London)  Regulations,  1935,  &  medical 
officer  of  health  is  required  to  do. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  is  an  Associate  of  the  Royal  Sanitary 
Institute,  and  a  Fellow  Surveyor  Member  of  the  Incorporated 
Association  of  Architects. 

The  duties  performed  include  those  laid  down  in  the  Paragraph 
27  of  the  Regulations  of  1  935,  except  sub-paragraphs  (4-),  (7)  and 
(10).  With  reference  to  sub-paragraph  (15),  the  powers  and  duties 
given  by  sub-sections  (3),  (4)  and  (5)  of  Section  38  of  the  Shops 
Act,  1950  are  carried  out  under  delegation  from  the  County  Council. 

This  officer  also  performs  duties  under  the  Rag  Flocks  &c. , 
Act,  1951,  the  Pet  Animals  Act,  1951,  and  the  Heating  Appliances 
(Fireguards)  Act,  1952. 

Committee  concerned  with  matters  of  public  health : 

The  duties  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  are:- 

To  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  and  of 

other  Acts  relating  to  the  public  health  of  the  inhabitants  of 
the  district,  including  the  abatement  of  nuisances,  provision 
of  sanitary  accommodation,  disinfection,  offensive  trades, 
epidemics  and  infectious  diseases. 

To  license  slaughtermen  and  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933,  for  the  humane  slaughtering 
of  animals;  and  to  license  Slaughterhouses  under  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1  938  and  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1954* 

To  carry  out  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Council  affecting  food, 
meat  and  milk. 

To  carry  out  direct  and  delegated  powers  and  duties  under  the 
Shops  Act,  1950. 

To  perform  the  duties  contained  in  the  Housing  Acts  so  far  as 

they  are  concerned  with  the  inspection,  closure  and  repairs 
of  existing  dwellings.  (Note  -  the  duty  to  provide  new 
houses  is  that  of  the  Housing  and  Planning  Committee.) 

To  carry  into  effect  the  Council’s  powers  and  duties  under  the 
Factories  Act. 

To  enforce  the  abatement  of  smoke  nuisances  and  atmospheric 
pollut ion . 

To  issue  licenses,  etc.,  under  the  Petroleum  (Consolidation)  Act, 

1  928. 
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To  licence  hackney  carriages;  game  dealers;  and  pawn  brokers. 

To  carry  into  effect  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Council  under 

the  Rag,  Flocks  and  Filling  Materials  Act,  1951* 

To  carry  into  effect  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Council  under  the 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949* 

To  carry  into  effect  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Council  under  the 
Heating  Appliances  (Fireguards)  Act,  1952. 

To  consider  reports  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector. 


The  Highways  and  Water  Committee  is  responsible  for  the 
function  of  collecting  and  disposing  of  house  refuse;  and  of 
managing  the  Water  Undertaking  and  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

The  Housing  and  Planning  Committee  deals  with  the  provision 
and  erection  of  new  dwellings  and  with  the  supervision  and 
management  of  all  Housing  Estates.
